Many 
companies pay half of the premiums 
for group insurance, the employees 
assuming. the balance, the Budd 
company pays the entire premium. 
One of the greatest deterrents to 
poverty among America’s industrial | 
workers outside of higher wages 
has been the widespread acceptance 
of the group plan of insurance by | 
large industrial corporations, in the 
opinion of officials of the Budd 
company.

NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 24.— 
Although the four months’ total 
new car and truck sales for this 
year ran far ahead of the same 
Period of 192%, April deliveries in 
both departments showed a de- 
cided falling off compared to 

March registrations in Indiana. 

April passenger car figures were 
14,637 against 16,493 for March and 
trucks totaled 1,498 against 1,826 
In both cases, however, marked 
gains were made over April of last 
year when passenger cars num- 
bered only 9,866 and trucks 834. 

For the four months of 1929 
mew passenger cars registered 
reached 44,777, compared with 
29,085 for the same period of 
1928 and commercial vehicles 
were 5,618 this year against only 
3,119 last year. ‘According to these 
figures, passenger car gains for 
the four-month period amounted 
to about 50 per cent., while truck 
gains were about 80 per cent. 

New car sales thus far in May 
have continued at a slower pace 
than that set by the early months 
of the year, a pace that reached its | 
peak in March. Dealers and trade | 
authorities are inclined to blame)! 
adverse weather conditions rather 
than any curtailment of motor-car'! 
demand. 

It is true that the weather has 
been anything but favorable to real 
enjoyment in motoring, the spring | 
season in this section having been) 
exceedingly backward, with cold and} 
rainy weather keeping the tourists | 
at home. It is expected in motor | 
circles that opening of more sum-| 
merlike temperatures and clear} 
skies would go a long way toward 
keeping the sales records at a level 
with the previous good showing 
made this year. 

The used-car trade is about | 
holding its own with the new cars, | 
and most dealers are plentifully | 
stocked with broad selections of 
good used car, although, with a | 
very few exceptions, not over- 
stocked. The low-priced new car 
has dealt quite a blow to the high- | 
grade used car, and this class 
product is not as readily moved 
as most dealers would wish, caus- 
ing a hesitancy in bidding for the 
higher priced car in trade. 

In April new car deliveries those 
showing gains over March figures 
were few indeed. Outstanding 
among these few were De Soto with 
260 against 218; Plymouth with 336 
against 238; Nash with 330 against 
300, and, in the higher priced de- 
partment the Cadillac-La Salle com- 
bination delivering 73 cars against 51.}
